City of Arles, by birth and extraction, Noble, but otherwiſe more rich than wiſe ; who com- 
ing to Avignion, no ſooner ſaw Laurieta, but he both gloried in the fight of her fingular, 
and triumphed in the contemplation of her exquiſite and incomparable beruty, making that

So, although his Miſtreſs Laurieta remain, (till 
coy, ſtrange and haggard to him, yet he perſevereth in his affection to her : who at laſt, 
adjudging of bis innacency by his conſtancy, and of that by his many Letters Ind preſents 
which he ſtill ſent hers as alſo obſerving, chat ſhe had no firm grounds, not could produce 
auy pregnant or valuable witneſſes. of this report, ſhe again exchangeth her frowns into 
{miles.and fo receives and entettains him again into her favapr,only wich this promonition and 
caution,” That if ever alter ſhe heard of his folly and ingratitude in this kind, ſhe would never 
jook him in the face, except with contempt and deteſtation.

he is no longer able to hold his Ponyatd; but deſpight his reſolution and courage, it falls 
out of his hand 3 which unlook d for diffter, doch much perplex and afflict him. But Bret- 
ati is too generous and noble, to blemiſh or taint his Honour, by taking any advantage of this 
bis adverlaties misfortune: and ſo to clear his doubts and ſcruples, very valiantly and brave- 
ly throws away his own Pony ard to the hedge, that they might be as equal in Weapons, as 
Codes But Berzoline will baſely requite this courtefie.

All Rome begins to eccho forth and reſound this Murther; and far the more, becauſe 
Bertolini and B̃rellati were ſo dear and intimate friends, but, as good news comes always lame 
and bad rides poſt; fo within one hour ot Brellatis Murther, the news thereof is brouzhe 
firſt to his Father, then to his Silter Paulma; whereat he grieves, and ſhe ſtorms ; he ſorrow- 
eth, and the weeps and laments in a word, the Father would, bur cannot; and the Daugh- 
ter can, but will not be comforted at chis fad and mourtul Traged y. Neither muſt we for- 
get, but remember Seignior Paulus Sturio; who loving Paulina a thouſand times dearer 
than his own life, is no fooner acquainted, but afflicted with this news of Brellati his death, 
25 being his dear friend, and, which is more, the only Brother of his deareft and only Mi- 
rc Paulina; ſo as Lovers and Friends being beſt known and diſcerned in calamitics and 
aRMi&ions, he repairs to her, condoles with her, and uſeth his chiefeſt art and zeal, not only 
to participate; but wholly to deprive her of her ſorrows; yea, to prove himſelf a conſtant 
friend, and a faichful Lover to her, he profferech her not only his ſervice, but his life, as 
well to right her honour, as co revenge her Brothers death un Bertolini: but this affection and 
periwaſion of Stwrio, is not capable to wipe off, or exhale his Lady Paulinas rears, 


But again to Bertolins, who is fo far from contrition and repentance of this his bloody fact, 
25 like a prophane Miſcreant, and debaucht and diſſolute Gentleman, he triumphs and glories 
therein : yea, bis impudency is become fo ignorant, and his ignorance ſo ſottiſh, as he began 
to enter into a reſolution again to court and ſeek Paulina for his Wife, without reſpecting or 
regarding either the publick danger of che Law, or that of Paulinas private revenge: tor fire 
her Brorhier' death had thrown her into ſuch violent pa ſſions of grief and extremities of ſor- 
row, as if his folly had made her fo happy, doubtleſs her revenge would have made him

But" haying not made his peace with God, where ever be flies, God will in due time 
ind him out, when he leaſt dreams or thinks thereof. But although the power and in- 
'vence of time be ſo predominate, as to de face che actions and the Accidents of time: yet 
”uulma can give no truce to her tears; nor will ſhe adminiſter any comfort or conſolation to 
r forrows for her Brother's death: and if ever, now it is, that Sturio reſembling bimſelf, 
oth begin to make her ſorrows his; for having deeply rooted and ſetled his aflection on 


and thoughts, he begins to make his private love and affection to her, publick ; and ſo, having 
a\rcady "wow her heart from her felt, tie now endeavoureth to win her from her Friends,

[ati his death, of Berrolini's flight, and of his Son's affetion and intent to take Paulin

might like wiſe engage his Son ip ſome quarrel betwiæt him and Bertolini, he teſolves private- 
ty to convey him away bur of Rame, into lome retired or obſcure place, from hence 
ſhou!d not return, till his abſence had cooled and extenuated the hz at of his affection 
Paulina, and of his malice and revenge to Bertolini; to which end, three weeks are cat.

It is for none but for Lovers to judge, how tenderly Sturio and his ſweet Lady Panlins 
grieve at the netys of this their ſudden and unexpected ſeparation: yea, their ſighs and tent 
are ſo infinite tor this their diſaſter; as all the words of the world are not capable to express 
them. As for Paulina, ſhe had ſo long and fo bitterly wept for her Brothet's death, as ic was 
a meer cruelty of ſorrow to enforce her to play any further part in forrow, for the depar. 
ture and captivity of her Lover Sturio; but her afflictions falling in, each on the neck of 0.

ey aſcend and adtnire at the ſight thereof: neither doth his outward fears, or their inward 
pↄprehenſions, ſtop or ſtay at the meer loſs of the goods, bur they fear the abſence of his Mo- 
or, and their Miſtreſs Chriſtina, atid are already become jealous of her ſaſety, and fearful char 
e thieves have offered her ſome violence and cruelty, Whereupon late at night, hearing no 
"ws of ber, her fon goes and acquaints the Bayliff of Arges, and the reſt of the Criminal 
ers therewith, who of all ſides inquire for her, and make a ſecret fearch in the town, to 
out thethievesz and in che mean time leave not a room nor place in the honſe unſoughe 
7 her, but their diligence proves vain; for they can purchaſe no news of her, much lets of 
rc thieves.

-1iſing or thinking what a mournful and dangerous part her Husband was reſolved to act the 
next moruing to the prejudice of her content, if not to che utter diſſolution and ruin of her 
> icrimonial joy and felicity. But her Husband Planeze bears this buſineſs, and theſe his in- 
:entions fo ſecretly from his Wife, as it was impoſſible for her to have any ſuſpicion, much 
s knowledge of this his next days intended Duel. 

The night which brings reſt to others, hath not power to give if to our two inflamed Du- 
-!1iſts. For the conſideration of their honours and their lives, of their quarrel, and the cauſe 
therzof, doth equally poſſeſs their brains, and pre-occupate and prevent their eyes of their 
{lceping faculties. So preterring their danger to their ſafety, their relolution to their reſt and 
the field to their beds, they (under other pretexts ) are not long trom it, I mean from 
che City ditch, the prefixed place of their rendezvous: Which Plaue xe ſicſt entrethgand there 
makes half a dozen turns before he have any news of his Contendant or Adverlary Bor- 
/zry, whereof he doth nor a little mule, yet he no ways deſpairs of his coming, becauſe ( by 
late experience) he knows him to be couragious and valiant. But to put Planeze his muſing 
out of doubt, and his doubt out of queſtion, in comes Borlary all unhraced and untruſſed, and 
a lar off elpying Planer in the ditch before him; He ( aſhamed of this advantage he had, be- 
cauſe of long ſtay ) with his Har in his hand, prays him to excuſe chis error of his; aſfirming it 
to be the fault of his watch, but not of his heart, which he alledged ſhould ever go true with 
his Honour and Ræputation.
